Pro-Arab crowd riots 
as Meir visits Paris

PARIS. — Prime Minister Golda 
Meir attended the opening session 
of the Socialist International yes-

Thousands of helmeted police, 
armed with rifles and grenade 
launchers, guarded the approaches 
to the conference siteat the Palace

Paris’ Latin Quarter. Mrs, Meir, 
who has been the target of a serles 
of assassination threats here over 
the past week, wes escorted to the 
Senate by a massive squad of police 
cars end motorcycle outriders, 

The Soclaiist leaders’ conference, 
which is being held behind closed 
doors, had hardly got under way 
when clashes erupted in the nearby 
Boulevard St. Micheli between pro- 
Palestinian youths, young Zionists 
and the police. 

Carrying green, white and red 
Palestinian §ags, French and Arab 
youngsters brandished banners 


which proclaimed: “Golda Meir 
— murderess" and “Palestine will 
conquer.” 


They also burned an effigy of 
Mrs. Metr in the middle of the 
Boulevard St. Michel, 

As the police moved in with 
flailing rife butts and truncheons, 
the rioters bombarded them with 
bottles and stones. The rioters then 
broke up into smali groups and 
scattered up the narrow side streets 
and alleys off the boulevard which 
was thronged with Saturday after- 
moon shoppers. 

Tne French authorities have tak- 
en the threats against Mrs. Meir 
very seriously. Crack marksmen 
from the Prefecture of Police have 
been perched for the past two days 
on the roofs of the Israeli Embas- 
sy, the Ambassador's residence 
where the Premier ig staying, and 
on other Israeli buildings in Paris. 

Mrs. Meir is not making any 
public appearances here. She files 
back to Israel early this afternoon 
after lunch with French Soctalist 
leader Francois Mitterrand. 

POMPIDOU COMPLAINT 

She will not be attending the 
press conference on the Socialist 
deliberations later this afternoon. 

Mra. Meir's decision not to emerge 
in public has been prompted only 
in part by the danger to her per- 
sonal security. She is probably sen- 
sitive to President Georges Pompi- 
dou's claim that the foreign So- 
cialist leaders are interfering in 
French politics by 6, here 
within seven weeks of the general 
election on March ἃ and 11, 

But the agenda of the forum here 
this weekend 15 confined to the in- 
ternational situation and to relations 
between the efghteen Socialist par- 
tes attending. 

The other premiers attending with 
Mrs, Meir are Denmark's Anker 
Jorgensen, Austria's Bruno Kreisky, 
Sweden's Olaf Palme and Finland's 
Sorsa Kalevi. 

Mr. Palme said when he arrived 
in Paris: “We heve held 13 mee 
ings in various countries in the past 
and we have always been recelved 
as party leaders.” But he added that 
he considered it an honour tu be 
Tegarded by Mr. Pompidou as ἃ 
"party militant."

DEMONSTRATIONS BANNED 


Extreme French leftists and 
Palestinians organized a demonstra- 
tlon in memory of Hamshari, and 
the Zionist movement held a street 
rally near the Jewlsh Agency.

But the French authorities 
banned all public demonstrations in- 
volving the Middlz East for the 
duration of Mrs. Meir's visit.

Professors extend partial strike

In an effort to give the University 
administration an opportunity to 
meet their demands for 25 per cent 
salary increases, the professors have 
decided to extend their policy of 
“administrative non-cooperation” for 
another 10 days, but not to boycott 
classes at the beginning of the 
second trimester today. 

The decision was taken at a gen- 
eral membership meeting of about 
400 senior staffers at Canada Hall 
on the Givat Ram campus on Thurs- 
day, which lasted till well after mid- 
night. 

The meeting elected a new execu- 
tive for the assoclation, which was 
formed about two years ago, when 
HLU. senior staffers left the Na- 
tional Association of University 
Teachers. The ‘split then occurred 
because H.U. professors felt that 
some of their colleagues, especially 
at the Technion, were not maintain- 


ing a united front with them on 
Salary demands. 

‘The professors are demanding in- 
creases equivalent to the 25 per 
cent “research increments” paid at 
the Technion. They also ask for 
increased car and telephone al- 
lowsnces, and other fringe bene- 
its. 


Cabbie strike off

Former mental patient gets

RABAT (AP). — The 11 Moroccan 
airmen convicted of trying to shoot 
down the private plane of King 
Hassan TI Jest August were execu- 
ted by fring squad at Kenitra 
Prison yesterdzy morning. 

King Hassan, who survived the 
attempted ‘coup aithough ‘his plane 
was badly damaged, rejected the 
mercy pleas of the 14 officers and 
non-commissioned officers of the Mor- 
occan Ajir Force sentenced to death 
on ‘November 7. 

The executions (orought to at least 
21 the number of Moroccan mili- 
tary men executed within two years 
for attempts to kill the King. Ten 
officers, inctuding five generais, were 
shot ‘by firing squad within three 
days of another coup attempt in 
July, 1971. 

The men executed: yesterday were 
convicted of plotting with former 
Defence Minister Mohamed Outkir 
to shoct down ‘the King’s plane on 
bis return from a visit to France 
on August 16. Oufkir was reported 
to ‘have committed suicide after 
learning that the plot bad failed.

visit to Iran 


TEHERAN (Reuter), — President 
Nicolae Ceausescu of Rumania jeft 
here for home yesterday after a 
one-day visit during which he con- 
ferred with the Shah.

Airline group puts aside 
bid for hijack penalties 


MONTREAL (UPI). — The U.S. 
and Canada suffered a setback Fri- 
day in thelr bid for international 
penalties against nations that toler- 
ate airline hijacking. 

The two nations lest an attempt 
to have the legal committee of the 
International Civil Aviation Or- 
ganization (LC.A.0.1 move to dis- 
cuss four proposals that would, in 
varying degrees. bring in penalties 
against offending countries. 

Instead, by a vote of 30-14 with 
five abstentions, the committee de- 
elded to consider the basic principles 
on which an action would be based, 
rather than considering the actions 
themselves. 

The move to study the basic con- 
cepts behind four proposals before 
the committee — from the U.S., 
France, West Germany and the So- 
viet Union — was set forth by 
Sweden and Switzerland. 

It drew support from the U.S.S.R. 
and most Scandinavian, Arab and 
African nations on the committee. 

Among the principles to be dis- 
cussed would be whether penalties 
should be mandatory as proposed 


by the U.S., or whether action would 
be recommended as Sweden and 
West Germany have suggested.

JSRAEL investors who put money POF! 


into the International Trust and 
the Fund of Funds, two of the 
trusts by Bernard Corm- 
feld's International Overseas Ser- 
viees — LO.S. — wil be eager to 
Imow about the latest scandal to 
develop around the huge invest- 
ment fund empire that collapsed 
so dramatically in the summer 
of 1970. 

LOS. was one of the very few 
foreign mutuai funds ito recelve a 
permit trom the Treasury — since 
withdrawn — to sell in Iereel. It 
is estimated that its door-to-door 
salesmen, experienced in hard-sell 
techniques and drawing high com- 
missions, managed to place no less 
than $8m. worth of Intermational 
Investment Fund and Fund of Fund 
ghares in this country. 

Over a year ago, three leading 
financial journalists published a 
400-page ‘book, the result of pains- 
taking research, on the questionable 
international] transactions connected 
with LOS. and its unorthodox 
management, The leading personali- 
es, Bernard Cornfeld and Edward 
Cowett, were singled out as having 
used legal joopholes to enrich 
themselves. 

(Mr. Cornfeld was in Jerusalem 
recently for a brief visit.) 


FREE OF CONTEOL 

That they were able to act as 
they did was largely due io the 
so-calied “off-shore” character of 
their operations, which left them 
free of government controls and 
allowed the funds they managed 
to enjoy a favourable tax posi- 
tion. But it is this very off-shore 
character that is one of the basic 
handicaps of LOS, which 518] 
handles impressive amounts of mo- 
ney.

Fishermen 
ask free use 
of Eilat port 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The Fishermen's Union 
on Friday called on the Transport 
Minister and Ports Authority head 
to intervene personally to assure 
the “free use” of Eilat harbour hy 
the Red Sea fishing trawlers. 

This follows the “embargo” im- 
posed on the trawler Nitzan by the 
men of the port's Marine Depart- 
ment on Wednesday, when following 
a “sea battle” between the trawier 
and the Department launches, the 
Nitzan was badly damaged. The 
launches prevented her docking in 
the port to wumload. She finally 
managed to unload her 20-ton catch 
at the Eilat naval base, by special 
permission of the Navy, following an 
appeal by the Union to the Navy. 

Union Secretary Dov Schmiede 
told The Post that the damage 
caused to the trawlers hull is 
estimated at HL25,000. In addition 
she “stands to lose. another I.100,000 
from lost sea time” by having to 
go into dock. As the damage was 
only above the water line, she has 
sailed to Massawa for repairs, he 
said. 

Her sister trawler, the Lamerhav, 
which is also owned by the Zidon 
company, is due in Eilat with her 
Red Sea catch next Saturday, and 
the Union has asked the Minister for 
an urgent meeting to discuss 
ways of ensuring that she will not 
be “blockaded” by the Marine Depart- 
ment men. The dispute between the 
men and the fishers broke out over 
the towing to Sharm e-Sheikh of a 
lighter by the Lamerhav last month 
while she was on ‘her tway to the 
Red Sea fishing groumds. The port 
men claim the lucrative towing job, 
reportedly worth 313,000, as their 
own prerogative, and their ire was 
raised by the trawler having 
“stolen" that work.

ESPITE diplomatic recognit-

tlvenesa --- these remain, In that 
sense the Yakir affair probably 
marks only the end of a chapter.
